Sia: bo have the honor to acknowl 

edge the receipt of your letter of the 

Sra instant, containing certain baiqutir 

ies respectinug the enforcement the 

liquor laws in your ‘Territory. 

Replying thereto, you are informed 
that, in the opinion of the depurtinent, 
oder the regulation preseribed by 
the President, the Heense issued by the 
governor for the sule of liquers within 
the Territory does not curry with it 
the right to the importation by the di 
censee of such quantities and kinds of 
liquor as he may deem proper ino the 
conduct of his business as a liquor 
dealer. 

The regulations of the President, da 
ted May 4, ISS7, provide a permit for 
the importation of liquors into the Tei 
ritory to be issued by the chief officer 
of the customs at the portor phice in 
the Territory where the liquors are in 
tended to be landed. 

The Department hos held that the 
collector at Sitka is the chief customs 
oifieer at any port within his district. 

The executive order requiring this 
permit from the collector was not 
changed by the subsequent order dated 
March 12, i802, authorizing the govern 
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or to issue licenses for the sale of li 
quor within the Territory, From this 
it can be inferred only that the Presi 


dent intended coneurrent action by 
both the collector and the governor as 
an additional sufeguard to the proper 
enforcement of the law. 

Replying to your further inquiry 
whether the Department can” instruct 
the collector toapprove the permit of 
the governor,” you are informed that 
under the executive orders issued by 
the President, and cited above, the col 
leetor is vested with discretionary pow 
erin the matter of issuing permits for 
the introduction of liquors into the 
Territory, with which power the De 
partment may not interfere, [f, how 
ever your question is intended to ask 
whether the Department may instruct 
the collector toa approve the Heonses 
issued by the governor for the sale of 
liquors, you are inrormed that, while 
the issuance of such license within 
the province of the vovernor, under 
the administration of Governor Sheak 
ley that otficer refused to issue license 
es for the sale of liquor unless the ap 
plicant was first approved by the then 
collector of customs. This, howey 
was in pursuance ofan mnderstanding 
between the governor and the collect 
or, and the aquicscense of the collector 
to such an arrangement at the present 
time could not be secured through in 
structions from the Department.

survents murdered the Spanish marines 
and otficers who were trying to save their 
lives by fleeing from Cevera’s burning 
ships, they fully exposed their blood 
thirsty natures and utter lack of that 
humen feeling which gives quarter tou 
vanquished foe. Americans have the 
kindliest feelings for the suffering Cu 
bans and when the island is freed from 
the Spanish yoke, they will be given an 
opportunity to demonstrate their abili- 
ty to govern themselves, but while we 
are driving the Spanish out, it must be 
done in accordance with the rules of 
civilized warfare, an art that is as yet 
noknown to the natives of the Cuban 
island. 


About The Ladrones. 


The Ladrone or Mariana islands, of 
which the American cruiser Charleston 
took possession on its way to Manila, 
have been politically united to the 
Philippines for over two centuries. 
Guan, the largest and most southern 
island of the group, the residence of 
the governor general and the one on 
which the American flag was planted, 
lies 1,200 miles almost directly east of 
Luzon,the chief island of the Philip- 
pine group. There are seventeen is- 
lands in the Ladrone group, they have 
an area of 420 square iniies. ‘The popu- 
lation is 10172. The island of Guam 
isin the direct path for steamers from 
Hawaii to Manila, so that the Ameri- 
can fleet did not have to go out of its 
route in order to stop there.

‘The introduction into the Teritory 
of Alusku of intoxicating liquors and 
the shipment, or attempted shipment, 
of such liquors from any port or place 
in the United States to said Territory 
is hereby prohibited 

2 The above prohibition shall not ap 








ply to intoxicating liguors intended 
for sucremental, medicinal, mechani 
eal, or seienatife purposes in said Ter 


ritory of Alaska, but all liquors intend 
ed to be so used may be shipped from 
the United States and landed in the 
Territory of Alaska only upan a per 
mit first obtained from the chief cus 
toms otllicer of the Customs District of 
Alaska, to be issued only upon evidence 
satisfactory to such officer that such 
liquors are to be used solely for saera 
mental, medicinal, mechanical, or sei 
entific purposes. 

3 ALL intoxicating liquors shipped or 
attempted to be shipped from any port 
or place in the United States with the 
intention or purpose of their introdue 
tion into the Territory of Alaska, and 
all such liquors imported or introduc 
ed, or attempted to be imported or in 
troduced into seid Territory af Alaska 
in violation of law or these regulations, 
are liable to seizure and forfeiture, and 
muy besiezed by any customs officer 













of the United States and proceeded 
against in the manner provided by 
law. 


{ The master of any vessel departing 
from any port in the United States hav 
ing on board any intoxicating liquors, 
when such vessel is destined to any 
place in said Territory, or, if not so 
destined, when the intended course lies 
within the waters of the Territory will 
be requised to file with the eollector 
of customs at the port of departure a 
special manifest, signed and verified in 
duplicate, of all such liquors; and no 
clearance shall be granted to any such 
vessel unless the articles embraced in 
the special manifest are shown to the 
satisfaction of the collector at said 
port of departure to belong to the nee 
essary medicinal supplies of the vessel, 
or to be entitled to the above specified 
exemptions, or are covered by bonds 
taken underthe provisions of section 
195 of the Revised Statutes, 

5 One of the special manifests above 
provided for will be delivered to the 
master, torether with the clearance, if 
granted, and any intoxicating liquors 
above mentioned found on bourd a ves 
sel within the waters of the Territory 
without such special manifest will be 
siezed and the offenders prosecuted 
under the provisions of section L857 of 
the Revised Statutes,

Lumber and Stamps. 


The Lumberman has had many in- 
quiries as to the stamp act which went 
into etfect July Ll. The safest thing to 
do it to stamp everything, and thongh 
this is somewhat expeusive, it is patri- 
otic—also safe. The railway compuan- 
ies will furnish one stamp for each 
car of lumber or shingles; if the ship- 
per wants duplicates, he must stamp 
them. The 25,000 carsof shingles and 
lumber that will be loaded in Wash- 
ington in the year following July 1, 
1808, will cost the railway officials 
$2,500 for stamps, with perhaps 87,500 to 
be paid by dealers and manufacturers 
inthe way of stamps on checks and 
extra stamps for bills of lading and on 
drafts. Mills that pay off their em- 
ployees in checks will contribute sev- 
eral thousand dollars to the United 
States treasury. Taking it altogether, 
Unele Sam basthe drop and takes no 
chances on the markets.—West Const

Some Experiments to be Tried. ts It Terue?. 


Editorial Comment. Colonial Possessions.

About a month ago Congress appro 
printed $10,000 to be spent in ascertain 
ine the agricultural resources of Ala 
ka, and Sevretury Wilson once 
pointed Professor C. C. Georgeson, ot 
Kutisus, a special agent to conduct the 
investigation The professor arrived 
here a few days ago direct from Wash 
ington, and after making arrangements 
to have some experimental farming 
and meteorological observations car 
ried on in this vicinity, went to Sitka, 
Where he will have bis headquarters. 
Ite will work in conjunction with Ob 
server Ball, recently appointed chief of 
the Alaska signal service. 

Professor Georgeson'’s instructions 
ure to learn what food products can be 
grown in the various parts of this biz 
territory, and to what extent their cul 
tivation can be depended upon as fac 
tors in its development. Lle proposes 
to do this by establishing experimen 
tal farms in the various sections. One 
of these will be located somewhere on 
the southern coast, one at Cook's In 
let, one on Kadiak island and one in 
the neighborhood of Cirele City. Bach 
will be devoted to the culture of eereuts 
and vegetables that are known to thrive 
iu similar soil and climate elsewhere, 
aud the professors collection of seeds 
includes samples from Scandinavia, 
Canada, finland, Minnesota and Wyo 
ming. Irom these farm stations he 
hopes to ascertain the agricultural po 
sibilities of the country. He hes al 
ready made arrangements to exchange 
information with an ugent of the Do 
minion government, who is going to 
plant about forty acres near Port Sel 
kirk in potatoes. 

In some parts of Alaska slmost any 
kind of vegetation will thrive that 
grows inthe far northern states, On 
the Teller reindeer reservation, near 
Behring strait, potatoes as large as 
hen’s eggs are raised every summer, 
and on the Yukon, not far from Circle 
City, a colony of Roman Catholic fe 
male missionaries has successfully eul 
tivated all the hardy cereals and vari 
ous kinds of vegetables. The garden 
and farm of these good women is one 
of the curiosities of Alaska. 

Not the least interesting of the ex- 
periments which Professor Georgeson 
contemplates making is a practical 
test to discover the depth to which the 
earth is frozen, tis paraphernalia in- 
cludes a boring apparatus, which is 
warranted to penetrate terra firma to a 
depth where it is kept from freezing 
by internal heat. The professor opines 
that in Northern Alaska the frost ex 
tends clear down to where the prehis 
torie glacial age left it. The ground up 
there never thaws deeper than eightecu 
inches, but on the lower Yukon, where 
the sun gets a better show, the earth 
is softened to a depth of three feet. It 
is a strange thing that, while vegetation 
in Oregon is dead so longas the ground 
is frozen, it net only grows, but ma 
tures, atop of ice in Aluska. On the 
farm near Cirele City the plough that 
prepares the ground for potato plant 
ing scrapes the topof the ice, and at no 
time does the thaw go deeper than two 
feet. The sun shines so continuously 
and flereely up there—the thermom: 
terin mid-summer averages 06 degrees 
in the shade—that plant life is forced 
to maturity mach more rapidly than 
in the stutes.

Until the annexation of Hawaii the 
United States bus been absolutely with 
out colonial possessions and even Ha 
wail ennnot be strictly termed a United 
States colony, but the war with Spain 
will leave it quite different in that di- 
rection. Even now the stars aud stripes 
float over much territory, the result of

Germany 
contains 2OKM30 square miles 
and 53,325,000 inhabitants, but her eol- 
onial possessions inelude — 1,615,577 
square miles and 7,150,000 inhabitants.

36,036 square miles and 550,000 inhab- 
itants included within her home bord- 
ers, Portugal is the owner of colonial 
jossessions containing S001 square 
miles and 10,125,000 inhabitants, 

“Next comes Holland, Holland prop- 
er contains within her restricted terri- 
tory only 12,648 square miles and 4,930,- 
000 inhabitants, but her colonial pos- 
sessions include 738,000 square miles 
and 34,210,000 inhabitants, Holland 
ranks next to Great Britain in the suc-
